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Continuation of 13. Other; In the remarks filed on 01/30/06, Applicants stated, "the present rejections are based on entirely different 
grounds presented. ..therefore prematurely made final". Examiner respectfully disagrees because two rejections all based on a same 
reference and a same embodiment of the invention (figs. 9 and 10). Applicant also stated "Sugawara et al. does not teach or even 
suggest a method of driving a liquid display device during one frame..." However, the primary reference Zavracky et al. teaches steps of 
driving a LCD during one frame comprises writing data by Vcom low or Vcom high, turn on backlight (fig. 12B). Sugawara specifically 
teaches applying a reference common voltage to LCD pixels after applying one of Vcom low or Vcom high (fig. 9). Therefore, the 
combination of Zavracky and Sugawara teaches all claimed limitations. The remarks recited, "The OV results in a state in which there is 
no power... is not a reference common voltage". Examiner respectfully disagrees. In fig. 9 of Sugawara, the Vcom high = 5V, Vcom low = 
-5v, a Vcom = Ov can be considered as a reference common voltage which is a value differs than Vcom high and low. The claimed 
limitation does not specifically claim that in the period of reference common voltage applies to LCD pixels, whether a power is supplied to 
the LCD. Therefore, it is believed that the claimed limitations are still read on by Zavracky and Sugawara and the rejection is maintained 
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
